But England were 
ground down by the tail, 
Lee and Clark swiping 
away, helped by dropped 
catches from Cook and 
James Anderson. 

Andrew Flintoff was 
the pick of the England 
bowlers with four wickets 
but did not receive 
enough back-up from the 
rest of the attack.

FORMER GB forward 
Ray French says the 
Lions lost a golden 
chance to make today’s 
Tri-Nations final because 
they lacked creative half- 
backs and good centres. 

And French, the BBC’s 
rugby league voice, has 
caused another stir by 
claiming that the 
Australia pack — who 
face New Zealand in the 
final — is the worst he 
has seen in 40 years.
